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WHAT'S UP WITH HDTV? 


In short, the FCC has declared that any 
High-Definition Television (HDTV) system to be 
licensed and broadcast in this country will be 
compatable with our current NTSC standard 
This guideline was issued the week of Aug. 29 
after their 3-0 unanamous voic FCC chairman 
Dennis Patrick stopped short of announcing 
any formal, technical specifications, i.c 
format, aspect ratio, bandwidth, and lines-per- 
frame He “did say that any extra spectrum 
required for HDTV channels will be found in 
the current VHF/UHF TV bands 

The FCC, who some feel has avoided the 
HDTV issue for years, has adopicd the same 
attitude it had with AM _ stereo standards--a 
laissez-faire stance with the primary goal of 
protecting millions of dollars in existing 
production, broadcast, and receiving 
equipment. (One estimate figures about 160 
million TV sets in use in the U.S.) Economically 
a huge potential market cxisis for new TV 
receivers and production cquipment--and a 
chance for a new, multi-million dollar US 
industry Zenith in particular, which has 
fallen into very bad times, stands poised to 
stage a comeback at the technical forefront of 
this new industry 

Currently at least 15 schemes 
broadcasting HDTV (Also known as 
Television, or ATV) Many of 
summarized on the next page A new HDTV 
standard would offer improvements over the 
NTSC (or PAL or SECAM) standard in four basic 
ways: better image sharpness, improved color 
rendition, a wider aspect ratio, and sicreo, 
digital audio Our present TV standard came 
from the National Television Standards 
Committec, which was formed in 1949, Its task 
was to come up with a way to broadcast color TV 
within 6-MHz channel allocations, and retain 
compatability with existing B&W receivers. (in 
1947, at least two dozen US manufacturers sold 
almost 200,000 TV sects.) Four years later, the 
NTSC standard was adopted and. in 1953, 13 
companies introduced NTSC-based color TV sets 
The standard called for the now-familiar 4:3 
aspect ratio (ratio of picture width to height) 
2:1 interlaced scanning, 30-Hz frame ratc (2 
ficlds per frame), and 525 scanning lines 
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Again, Zenith (who was a significant 
contributor to the NTSC, who developed the MTS 
sterco TV standard, and who found its 
technique for multiplex FM stereo adoped as a 
worldwide standard) has come forward with an 
attractive HDTV proposal. The Zenith plan calls 
for a regular NTSC TV broadcast on one 
channel, while a HDTV version is transmitied 
on a separate, 6 MHz channel Great 
improvements in picture and sound quality 
(about 5 times the video information and audio 
comparable to Compact Discs) would be 
available with receivers that can tune and 
process both channels Further, the HDTV 
channe! would require only 1/10 the transmit 
ERP of regular TV, meaning there might be 
litle or no problem allocating all those new 
ATV channels! (More on that later.) The 
regular NTSC channels could eventually be 
dropped as more effective compression 
tcchniques are developed and as the U.S. is 
gradually weaned off the old TV standard. 

Important to the success of the proposal 
is the separation of high and low frequency 
information within the video spectrum The 
energy above 200 kHz is transmitted in the 
usual, analog fashion But the energy bclow 
200 kHz is first digitized and then sent along 
with the high-frequency content Because 
most of the RF energy of a transmitter is used to 
reliably transmit lower frequencies, efficiency 
is improved In fact, the energy required to 
transmit the digital form of that low frequency 
information is reduced by a factor of ten. Put 
another way, in a typical, 6 MHz NTSC 
spectrum, 99 per cent of the transmitter power 
is used to transmit the componcnis below 200 
kHz

amoum of video RAM (VRAM) is necessary to 
accumulate and convert cnough bits to recreaic 
a picture Zenith's scheme would require only 
about | Mbyte of VRAM to store a video frame. 
The proposal also suggesis that the digital 
componcnt of the signal can accommodate 
error-correction (to climinate ghosting and 
minimize interference), and allow for variable 
resolution The latter is important for 
compression techniques because it takes 
advantage of the fact that the detail of a 
moving picture requires much less sharpness--

The skip season sure died early this year! Last significant opening was July 5, the 
day I moved here. Since then the MUF has barely brushed the FM band twice, most 
recently on July 22. Guess I’ have to wait until next year to see what Antioch can do on 
the low band. For now, I can make some guesses based on what {ittle did develop after 
the antennas went up July 22. The overload from KCRA-3 and KVIE-6 1S worse than 
hoped, producing lining on channels 2, 4, and 5; so it'll be difficult to tell when there are 
weak openings. Anything from the northeast had better be spectacular or I'll not see it, 
that being the direction of the walnut Grove tower (with channels 3, 6, 10, 13, 31, 40, and 
58). But modest signa! strengths from the southeast on channels 2, 4, and § can produce 
reasonable pictures, so decent openings from there should be fairly interesting. 

The 4257 is hot! So far I’ve had flawless signals from up to 180 miles when trops 
are up, and KGET-17 would have !ooked like a local at one point except for the @#! land 
mobile operations on that channel. I don’t expect to spend a lot of time OxX’ing the UHF 
band with the rotor aimed northeast though. With three 5 Meg monsters at 15 miles, the 
overload is ridiculous. Luckily, 1 don’t think there are a lot of reasonable targets that 
way! 

As usual new loggings are underlined; ail others are new to Antioch unless starred. 
KTXT was logged with the Hitachi and the V185; everything else was with the Hitachi & the 
new antenna setup. The Bohsei b&w just can’t handle the overicad, so is on the V185; the 
JVC VCR may eventually see action again as it seems slightly less prone to overload, But 
it’s also more prone to show spurious lining on the lowband for some reason.

Have they relaxed their standards 
concerning spurious emissions?
